Widely  acclaimed  as  the  biggest  and  most 
successful  corporate  benefit  for  the  arts  in  the 
United  States,  Presidents  at  Pops  reaches  a 
milestone  in  1991.  Tonight  we  celebrate  the  tenth 
annual  Presidents  at  Pops  and  note  with  pride  that 
the  corporate  community  has  contributed  a 
cumulative  $10  million  to  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in  the 
last  decade. 

Ten  years  ago  the  relationship  between  the 
business  community  and  the  BSO  was  not  nearly 
as  strong  as  it  is  today.  And  corporate  financial 
support  of  the  Orchestra  was  modest.  Realizing 
that  the  BSO  and  the  Pops,  operating  with 
significant  annual  deficits,  could  not  continue  at 
the  highest  artistic  levels  without  the  help  of  the 
business  community,  a  group  of  Boston  business 
leaders  met  in  July  of  1981  to  look  for  ways  to 
bring  business  and  the  BSO  together.  A  breakfast 
meeting  called  by  Chet  Krentzman  was  attended 
by  Leo  Beranek,  Mai  Sherman,  Paul  Kwasnick, 
Bill  Wildes,  Nelson  Darling,  and  Vinnie  O’Reilly. 

Chet  Krentzman  presented  a  new  idea  at  that 
1981  breakfast.  The  idea  was  that  the  Boston  Pops 


would  serve  as  the  vehicle  for  an  exciting  and 
specially  tailored  evening  for  chief  executives  and 
their  spouses.  The  event  would  be  designed  to 
encourage  business  contacts  as  well  as  unabashed 
socializing  and  good  fun!  The  spotlight  would  be 
shared  by  the  companies,  the  CEOs,  their 
families,  customers,  employees,  and  the  glorious 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  The  breakfast  group 
loved  the  idea  and  added  the  prestigious 
Leadership  Dinner  to  honor  participating  CEOs. 
They  asked  Chet  to  chair  the  first  Presidents  at 
Pops  and,  as  they  say,  the  rest  is  history. 

Presidents  became  an  instant  tradition. 

Presidents  at  Pops  memories  are  rich  and 
varied.  Dick  Hill,  then  Chairman  of  the  Bank  of 
Boston,  played  a  clarinet  solo  in  the  first 
Presidents  in  June  of  1982.  Another  year  found 
the  current  chairman,  Ira  Stepanian,  playing 
Leroy  Anderson’s  Typewriter.  Leo  Beranek  had 
his  turn  at  the  typewriter,  Steve  Levy  of  Bolt 
Beranek  &  Newman  banged  on  a  bass  drum  in 
the  second  balcony,  Ed  Eskandarian  of  Arnold 
Advertising  rattled  a  noise-maker  in  the  1812 
Overture  while  New  England  Telephone’s  Gerry 
Freche  hit  the  chimes.  In  1983,  John  Williams  was 
surprised  by  his  wife,  Samantha,  running  on  stage 
to  the  theme  from  “Chariots  of  Fire”.  And,  of 
course,  all  of  this  executive  and  celebrity 
virtuosity  was  backed  by  the  sounds  of  the 
incredible  Boston  Pops  Orchestra. 

Presidents  at  Pops  has  solidified  the  happy 
relationship  of  the  BSO  and  the  New  England 
business  community.  New  financial  strength  for 
the  Orchestra  has  come  with  great  fun,  wonderful 
camaraderie  of  corporate  executives,  and, 
undoubtedly,  some  very  nice  deals  concocted  by 
new  friends  made  at  Presidents  at  Pops.

John  Williams 


In  1990  John  Williams  celebrated  his  tenth 
anniversary  as  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra.  In  January  1980  he  was  named  nine¬ 
teenth  conductor  of  the  ensemble  since  its  founding 
in  1885.  Mr.  Williams  was  bom  in  New  York  and 
moved  to  Los  Angeles  with  his  family  in  1948. 
There  he  attended  UCLA  and  studied  composition 
privately  with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco.  After 
service  in  the  Air  Force,  Mr.  Williams  returned  to 
New  York  to  attend  the  Juilliard  School,  where  he 
studied  piano  with  Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne. 
While  in  New  York,  he  also  worked  as  a  jazz  pianist, 
both  in  clubs  and  on  recordings.  Again  Mr.  Williams 
moved  to  Los  Angeles,  where  he  began  his  career 
in  the  film  studios,  working  with  such  composers  as 
Bernard  Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz 
Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music  for  many 
television  programs  in  the  1960s,  winning  two 
Emmys  for  his  work. 

John  Williams  has  composed  the  music  and 
served  as  music  director  for  more  than  seventy 
films,  including  Home  Alone,  Presumed  Innocent, 
Born  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  Indiana  Jones  and  the 
Last  Crusade,  Always,  Stanley  and  Iris,  The  Acci¬ 
dental  Tourist,  Empire  of  the  Sun,  The  Witches  of 
Eastwick,  Indiana  Jones  and  the  Temple  of  Doom, 
Return  of  the  Jedi,  E.T.  (the  Extra-Terrestrial), 
Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark,  The  Empire  Strikes  Back, 
Superman,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind, 

Star  Wars,  Jaws,  and  Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips.  He  has 
received  twenty-eight  Academy  Award  nominations 
and  has  been  awarded  four  Oscars  and  fifteen 
Grammies,  as  well  as  several  gold  and  platinum 
records.  His  most  recent  Oscar  was  for  Best 
Original  Score  for  a  Motion  Picture,  for  E.  T.  In 
1991  he  received  two  Academy  Award  nominations, 
for  the  score  to  Home  Alone  and  the  song 


“Somewhere  in  My  Memory”  from  that  film.  Mr. 
Williams  is  currently  working  on  the  scores  to 
Steven  Spielberg’s  Hook,  a  sequel  to  Peter  Pan 
starring  Robin  Williams  and  Dustin  Hoffman,  and 
Oliver  Stone’s  JFK. 

In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Mr.  Williams  has 
written  many  concert  pieces,  including  two  sym¬ 
phonies,  and  a  flute  concerto  and  violin  concerto 
recorded  by  the  London  Symphony  Orchestra. 
Recent  works  include  the  “Mission  Theme”  for 
NBC  News,  the  Liberty  Fanfare,  composed  for  the 
rededication  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  “We’re 
Lookin’  Good!,”  composed  for  the  Special 
Olympics  in  celebration  of  the  1987  International 
Summer  Games,  and  the  theme  for  the  1988 
Summer  Olympics  held  in  Seoul,  Korea. 

The  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold 
more  than  four  million  copies,  more  than  any  non¬ 
pop  album  in  recording  history.  The  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  and  John  Williams  may  be  heard  on 
Sony  Classical  and  Philips  Records.  Many  of  Mr. 
Williams’  film  scores  have  been  recorded,  and  his 
highly  acclaimed  albums  with  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  include  Pops  Out  of  This  World,  Pops  in 
Space,  Pops  on  the  March,  That's  Entertainment 
( Pops  on  Broadway),  Pops  Around  the  World,  Aisle 
Seat,  a  collaboration  with  soprano  Jessye  Norman 
entitled  With  a  Song  in  My  Heart,  a  collection  of 
favorite  Americana  entitled  America,  the  Dream 
Goes  On,  Swing,  Swing,  Swing,  Bernstein  by  Boston, 
Pops  in  Love,  By  Request .  . .,  an  album  of  music  by 
John  Williams,  Holst’s  The  Planets,  Digital  Jukebox, 
Pops  Britannia,  featuring  music  of  the  British  Isles, 
Salute  to  Hollywood,  Pops  a  la  Russe,  an  album  of 
favorite  Russian  music,  and  an  all-Gershwin  album 
entitled  Pops  by  George.  The  first  recording  by 
John  Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on 
the  Sony  Classical  label,  Music  of  the  Night,  an 
album  of  contemporary  and  classic  show  tunes,  was 
released  last  year.  Also  for  Sony  Classical,  they 
have  recorded  a  collection  of  favorite  marches 
entitled  /  Love  a  Parade,  which  was  just  released, 
and,  for  future  release,  an  album  of  John  Williams’ 
music  for  the  films  of  Steven  Spielberg. 

Mr.  Williams  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade 
Orchestra  on  United  States  tours  in  1985  and  1989, 
and  on  a  tour  of  Japan  in  November  1987.  He  led 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  a  tour  of  Japan  in 
June  1990.  Mr.  Williams  has  also  appeared  as  guest 
conductor  with  a  number  of  major  orchestras, 
including  the  London  Symphony,  the  Cleveland 
Orchestra,  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra,  the  Denver 
Symphony,  the  Indianapolis  Symphony,  and  the  Los 
Angeles  Philharmonic,  with  which  he  has  appeared 
many  times  at  the  Hollywood  Bowl.  He  holds 
honorary  degrees  from  such  American  colleges  and 
universities  as  Berklee  College  of  Music  in  Boston, 
Northeastern  University,  Tufts  University,  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  South  Carolina  at  Columbia,  Boston  Uni¬ 
versity,  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music, 
and  the  University  of  Massachusetts  at  Boston. 


The  Boston  Pops 


In  1881,  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  founder  of 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  wrote  of  his 
wish  to  present  in  Boston  “concerts  of  a  lighter 
kind  of  music.”  The  first  Boston  Pops  concert,  on 
July  11, 1885,  represented  the  fulfillment  of  his 
dream.  Called  the  “Promenade  Concerts”  until 
1900,  they  combined  light  classical  music,  tunes 
from  the  musical  theater,  and  an  occasional 
novelty  number.  Allowing  for  some  changes  of 
taste  over  the  course  of  a  century,  the  early 
programs  were  remarkably  similar  to  the  Pops 
programs  of  today. 

Pops  concerts  are  performed  by  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra,  which  is  composed  of  members 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  (except  for 
twelve  of  the  principal  players,  who  tour  during 
the  Pops  season  as  the  Boston  Symphony 
Chamber  Players),  and  by  the  Boston  Pops 
Esplanade  Orchestra,  made  up  of  other  Boston- 
based  musicians.  Both  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
and  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra 
represent  the  city  of  Boston  on  tour.  The  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra  has  appeared  at  the  White  House 
and  at  the  Lincoln  Memorial;  Mr.  Williams  led  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  a  tour  of  Japan  in  June 
1990.  The  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  has 


made  three  tours  of  United  States  summer 
festivals  and  in  November  1987  visited  Japan  with 
John  Williams. 

The  history  of  the  Boston  Pops  was  for  many 
years  linked  with  the  name  of  Arthur  Fiedler,  who 
in  1930  became  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops  and  the  first  who  was  American- 
born.  One  of  Fiedler’s  great  dreams  was  to 
establish  a  series  of  free  outdoor  orchestral 
concerts  for  the  people  of  Boston.  In  1929,  this 
dream  became  a  reality  when  he  organized  the 
first  Esplanade  Concerts,  which  took  place  on  the 
banks  of  the  Charles  River.  Fiedler’s  Esplanade 
concerts  were  eventually  absorbed  by  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  organization. 

Following  Fiedler’s  death  on  July  10, 1979, 
Boston  Pops  Associate  Conductor  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson  led  the  orchestra  until  John  Williams  was 
appointed  Conductor  in  January  1980.  Mr. 
Williams  has  retained  the  format  of  the  early  Pops 
programs,  with  an  opening  third  of  light  classical 
music,  a  middle  third  often  featuring  a  classical  or 
popular  soloist,  and  a  final  portion  of  popular 
music,  frequently  drawn  from  theater  or  film 
scores.

Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus 

John  Oliver,  Conductor 


The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  was  organized 
in  the  spring  of  1970,  when  founding  conductor 
John  Oliver  became  director  of  vocal  and  choral 
activities  at  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center;  the 
chorus  celebrated  its  twentieth  anniversary  last 
season. 

Co-sponsored  by  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center 
and  Boston  University,  and  originally  formed  for 
performances  at  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra’s  summer  home,  the  chorus  was  soon 
playing  a  major  role  in  the  BSO’s  Symphony  Hall 
season  as  well.  Now  the  official  chorus  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  the  Tanglewood 
Festival  Chorus  is  made  up  of  members  who 
donate  their  services,  performing  in  Boston,  New 
York,  and  at  Tanglewood,  working  with  Music 
Director  Seiji  Ozawa,  John  Williams  and  the 
Boston  Pops,  and  such  prominent  guest  conduc¬ 
tors  as  Bernard  Haitink,  Roger  Norrington,  and 
Simon  Rattle.  In  addition,  the  chorus  has 
collaborated  with  Seiji  Ozawa  and  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  on  numerous  recordings, 
beginning  with  Berlioz’s  The  Damnation  of  Faust 
for  Deutsche  Grammophon,  a  1975  Grammy 
nominee  for  Best  Choral  Performance.  An  album 
of  a  cappella  twentieth-century  American  music 
recorded  at  the  invitation  of  Deutsche 
Grammophon  was  a  1979  Grammy  nominee. 
Recordings  with  Seiji  Ozawa  and  the  Boston 


Symphony  Orchestra  currently  available  on 
compact  disc  include  Strauss’s  Elektra,  Mahler’s 
Second  and  Eighth  symphonies,  and  Schoenberg’s 
Gurrelieder,  on  Philips;  Beethoven’s  Choral 
Fantasy  with  Rudolf  Serkin,  on  Telarc;  Poulenc’s 
Gloria  and  Stabat  mater  with  Kathleen  Battle,  on 
Deutsche  Grammophon;  and  Debussy’s  La 
Damoiselle  elue  with  Frederica  von  Stade,  on  CBS 
Masterworks.  The  chorus’s  most  recent  release, 
on  Philips,  is  Ravel’s  Daphnis  et  Chloe,  with  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  under  the  direction 
of  Bernard  Haitink.  They  may  also  be  heard  on 
the  Philips  album  “We  Wish  You  a  Merry 
Christmas”  with  John  Williams  and  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra.  In  June  1989  the  Tanglewood 
Festival  Chorus  helped  close  a  month-long 
International  Choral  Festival  based  in  Toronto, 
performing  music  by  Tallis,  Ives,  Brahms,  and 
Gabrieli  under  John  Oliver’s  direction  and 
participating  in  the  festival’s  closing  performance, 
the  Verdi  Requiem  with  the  Toronto  Symphony 
under  the  direction  of  Charles  Dutoit. 

In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Tanglewood 
Festival  Chorus,  John  Oliver  is  conductor  of  the 
MIT  Chamber  Chorus  and  MIT  Concert  Choir,  a 
senior  lecturer  in  music  at  MIT,  and  conductor  of 
the  John  Oliver  Chorale,  now  in  its  fourteenth 
season.  Mr.  Oliver  made  his  Boston  Symphony 
conducting  debut  at  Tanglewood  in  1985. 


The  Deep  River  Junior  An 
and  Tories  Fife  and  Drum 

A  founding  member  of  the  Company  of  Fifers 
and  Drummers,  The  Deep  River  Junior  Ancients 
and  Tories  Fife  and  Drum  Corps  was  organized  in 
1955  in  Deep  River,  Connecticut.

Patti  Austin 


A  native  New  Yorker,  singer  Patti  Austin  grew 
up  surrounded  by  music.  Her  father  Gordon  was 
a  jazz  trombonist  who  performed  with  such  artists 
as  Earl  “Fatha”  Hines,  Fletcher  Henderson,  Lena 
Horne,  and  Billy  Eckstine.  As  a  youngster,  Ms. 
Austin  performed  with  Dinah  Washington, 
Sammy  Davis,  Jr.,  and  Quincy  Jones,  signing  her 
first  recording  contract  at  the  age  of  thirteen. 
Early  in  her  career,  she  made  several  television 
appearances  and  performed  in  the  musicals  Lost 


in  the  Stars  and  Finian’s  Rainbow.  After  turning 
down  a  scholarship  to  Barnard  College,  she  sang 
in  nightclubs  and  eventually  became  one  of  pop 
music’s  preeminent  session  singers.  Patti  Austin’s 
work  on  recordings  and  in  commercials  has 
included  collaborations  with  a  wide  variety  of 
artists,  including  Roberta  Flack,  James  Brown, 
Cat  Stevens,  Ray  Charles,  Barry  Manilow,  and 
Bette  Midler.  Her  1981  duet  with  James  Ingram, 
“Baby  Come  to  Me,”  reached  number  one  on  the 
R&B  charts,  and  in  1985  “The  Heat  of  Heat”  also 
topped  the  R&B  charts.  More  recently,  her  debut 
album  on  the  GRP  label,  Love  is  Gonna  Getcha, 
featured  the  single  “The  Girl  Who  Used  to  Be 
Me”  from  the  film  Shirley  Valentine.  The  song 
received  Golden  Globe,  Grammy,  and  Academy 
Award  nominations  for  best  song  from  a  motion 
picture.  Her  current  single,  “Soldier  Boy,”  is  from 
her  second  GRP  release.  In  addition,  she  is 
working  on  the  development  of  a  thematic 
television  show  that  would  feature  performers 
with  diverse  talents  who  don’t  typically  receive 
much  exposure.  In  1988  Patti  Austin  participated 
in  “Bernstein  at  70!,”  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra’s  celebration  at  Tanglewood  of  Leonard 
Bernstein’s  70th  birthday;  she  performed  Mr. 
Bernstein’s  “I  Can  Cook,  Too”  from  On  The  Town 
under  the  direction  of  John  Williams.  These  are 
her  first  performances  with  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra. 


James  Ingram 


In  1981  James  Ingram  became  the  first  artist  to 
be  nominated  for  a  Grammy  Award  for  Best  New 
Artist  without  a  single  or  album  under  his  own 
name.  His  vocals  on  “100  Ways”  and  “Just  Once” 
helped  propel  Quincy  Jones’  album  The  Dude  to 
multi-platinum  status  and  make  it  the  most 
nominated  album  in  Grammy  history.  Also 
nominated  that  year  for  Best  Pop  Vocal 
Performance,  Male,  Mr.  Ingram  won  the  award 
for  Best  R&B  Vocal  Performance,  Male,  for  “100 
Ways.”  Since  then,  he  has  received  a  total  of 


thirteen  Grammy  nominations,  most  recently  for 
“I  Don’t  Have  the  Heart”  and  “The  Secret 
Garden.”  He  has  continued  his  collaboration  with 
Quincy  Jones,  working  on  such  projects  as 
Michael  Jackson’s  Thriller,  the  landmark 
recording  We  Are  the  World,  and  the  films  The 
Color  Purple  and  An  American  Tale.  James 
Ingram  has  enjoyed  much  success  in  his  duets 
with  Patti  Austin  (“Baby  Come  to  Me,”  the  most 
successful  record  of  his  career),  Michael 
McDonald  (“Yah  Mo  Be  There”),  and  Linda 
Ronstadt  (“Somewhere  Out  There”).  A  second 
duet  with  Ms.  Austin,  “How  Do  You  Keep  the 
Music  Playing,”  helped  his  debut  album,  It’s  Your 
Night,  achieve  gold  status.  He  has  worked  with  a 
diverse  group  of  artists,  including  Ray  Charles, 
Shalamar,  Ernie  Watts,  Kim  Carnes,  and  Kenny 
Rogers.  Also  a  composer  and  producer,  Mr. 
Ingram  co-wrote  seven  of  the  songs  on  his  latest 
album,  It’s  Real,  and  shared  production 
responsibilities.  He  made  his  solo  performing 
debut  in  1990,  when  he  joined  Patti  LaBelle  on  a 
sold-out  national  tour.  A  native  of  Akron,  Ohio, 
James  Ingram  lives  in  Los  Angeles  with  his  wife 
Debbie  and  their  five  children.  Vocal  soloist  with 
John  Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  for 
“America,  the  Dream  Goes  On”  on  the  album  of 
the  same  name,  he  is  making  his  first  concert 
appearances  with  them  this  week. 


Program  Notes

AMERICAN  SALUTE 

Morton  Gould  (b.1913) 

Composer-conductor  Morton  Gould  has 
written  music  of  an  extraordinarily  broad  range, 
from  ballet  scores,  symphonies,  and  concertos,  to 
Broadway  musical  and  brilliant  orchestral 
versions  of  American  spirituals,  folk  songs,  and 
patriotic  ditties.  The  American  Salute  is  one  of  the 
best  known  of  these.  It  is  a  superbly  conceived 
orchestral  version  of  the  song  “When  Johnny 
Comes  Marching  Home  Again,”  familiar  to  all 
Americans  at  least  since  the  time  of  the  Civil  War. 
In  1943,  when  Gould  was  writing  a  great  deal  of 
music  for  radio  broadcasts,  he  suggested  that  the 
familiar  tune  would  make  a  suitable  basis  for  an 
orchestral  version  that  could  be  broadcast  to 
arouse  patriotic  sentiments  in  the  midst  of  the 
Second  World  War.  The  network  brass  agreed 
with  his  idea,  and  he  sat  down  and  composed  the 
score  in  a  single  night.  A  crew  of  copyists  was  at 
hand  to  prepare  the  parts  for  the  orchestra  as 
soon  as  a  page  was  completed.  American  Salute 
was  heard  nationally  on  the  radio  the  very  next 
night  and  has  remained  firmly  in  the  light  classical 
repertory  ever  since. 

THE  COWBOYS  OVERTURE 

John  Williams  (b.1932) 

Almost  every  important  twentieth-century 
composer  has  at  some  time  written  music  for 
films;  many  of  these  scores  were  later  transformed 
into  concert  works.  Prokofiev’s  cantata  Alexander 
Nevsky,  Copland’s  The  Red  Pony,  and  Walton’s 
Shakespeare  Suite  are  but  three  examples  of 
concert  works  which  began  life  as  soundtracks. 
John  Williams  composed  his  Cowboys  Overture 
for  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra;  it  received  its 
world  premiere  on  January  22, 1980,  in  the 
concert  that  introduced  Mr.  Williams  as  the  heir  to 
Arthur  Fiedler  as  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra.  The  overture  is  built  entirely  on  themes 
for  a  1972  movie,  The  Cowboys,  which  starred 
John  Wayne,  converted  into  a  vigorous  concert 
piece  that  readily  evokes  images  of  the  wide  open 
spaces  and  the  active  men  who  work  there. 

THE  PROMISE  OF  LIVING  from  THE  TENDER  LAND 

Aaron  Copland  (1900-90) 

Aaron  Copland’s  only  full-length  opera  tells  a 
gentle  and  poignant  tale  of  a  girl  coming  of  age 
and  experiencing  her  first  heartbreak  somewhere 
in  the  American  Midwest  during  a  period  of 
generally  hard  times.  The  opera  was  inspired  in 


part  by  the  remarkable  Walker  Evans  photos  of 
down-and-out  farmers  in  the  ’30s,  still  hanging  on 
with  grit  and  gumption  despite  all  that  man  and 
nature  had  thrown  at  them.  At  its  premiere  The 
Tender  Land  was  regarded  as  a  noble  failure,  too 
lacking  in  violence  or  high-flown  passion  to  hold 
the  stage  long.  But  recent  revivals  and  a  superb 
recording  of  the  entire  score  have  made  its  very 
real  strengths  more  apparent.  As  in  so  much  of 
his  music,  Copland  managed  to  capture 
something  of  the  essence  of  everyday  people, 
their  directness,  their  simple  courage,  their 
determination  to  prevail  despite  setbacks.  The 
first  act  of  the  opera  ends  with  a  big  party  to 
celebrate  Laurie’s  high  school  graduation.  All  the 
neighbors  come  and  dance;  later  the  principal 
characters  sing  a  quintet  (performed  here  by  the 
chorus)  celebrating  the  eternal  verities  of  love 
and  neighborliness  (“The  Promise  of  Living”), 
which  ends  the  first  act  with  a  truly  noble  musical 
statement.  The  words  are  by  Horace  Everett,  a 
pseudonym  for  an  artist  friend  of  the  composer’s. 

AMERICA  THE  BEAUTIFUL 

“America  the  Beautiful”  is  one  of  the  most 
familiar  and  best-loved  of  all  patriotic  songs.  The 
author  of  the  text,  Katherine  Lee  Bates,  was  born 
in  Falmouth,  Massachusetts,  in  1859  and  became 
professor  of  English  literature  at  Wellesley 
College;  she  died  in  Wellesley  in  1929.  She  was 
moved  to  write  the  poem  beginning  “Oh  beautiful 
for  spacious  skies”  after  ascending  to  the  summit 
of  Pike’s  Peak  in  Colorado;  after  revising  the 
poem,  she  published  it  in  Boston  in  The 
Congregationalist  on  July  4, 1895.  The  music  to 
which  it  has  been  set  is  the  tune  known  as 
“Materna,”  composed  in  1882  by  Samuel  A.  Ward 
(1847-1903),  an  organist  and  choirmaster  from 
Newark,  New  Jersey.  Words  and  tune  were  first 
published  together  in  a  collection  of  hymns  issued 
by  the  YMCA  in  1910.  Since  1920  there  have 
been  periodic  attempts  made  to  have  the  song 
officially  named  as  the  national  anthem,  owing  to 
the  dignity  and  elevated  character  of  both  words 
and  music,  its  singability,  and  its  avoidance  of 
jingoism.  “The  Star  Spangled  Banner”  was 
officially  made  the  national  anthem  in  1931,  but 
the  movement  to  replace  it  with  “America  the 
Beautiful”  was  revived  as  recently  as  the  last  few 
years;  few  national  songs  are  sung  more 
frequently  by  a  greater  number  of  Americans.
